Springfield, 111., Jan. UG.—When the 
IlouiJ met Tuesday morning the Speaker 
announced that there would be a public re­ 
ception held by tho Governor and Mrs, 
Fifer on Wednesday evening to which all 
members of tho General Assembly were 
cordially invited.

By Mr. Allen of Scott, prohibit­ 
ing tho killing of prairie chickens,

It is in el- 
fect the same bill introduced by Mr. Rey­ 
nolds last session and declared unconstitu 
tihnal at that time.

the act to a vote of the people, as the 
constitution provides. 
In tho bill to-day 
introduced Mr. Reynolds obviates the ob­ 
jection by adding a section providing for 
the proper submission . to a vote of the 
people; by Mr. W ilke of Will, repealing 
tho law regulating the practice of phar­ 
macy: by Mr. 
Buchanan? 
providing that 
persons sentenced to death shall be hanged 
within tho walls of one of tho Stato peni­ 
tentiaries, which slmll bo designated by 
tho judge imposing the sentence; by Mr. 
Mahoney, requiring fidelity and casualty 
insurance companies to deposit $100,OGG in 
securities with tho auditor and to fulfill 
other requirements now exacted of life

striking feature is the section which pro­ 
vides: ‘‘To the Governor the sum of $5,000, 
together with the use and occupation of the 
mansion, 
provided that no part of tho 
furniture, fuel, light, or other articles of 
household or kitchen necessities or luxuries 
shall bo paid out of the Stato treasury;” 
by Mr. Wells, to punish by fines minors 
who fraudently obtain intoxicating liquor 
by claiming to bo of age. 
Quito a wrangle took place over tho third 
reading of the bill providing for tho inci­ 
dental expenses of tho General Assembly 
and for the care and custody of the State 
house and grounds. 
Many of tho . Demo­ 
crats voted against tho measure on tho 
roll-tall for passage and the result showed 
that had received only OI yeas and 43 
nays. . As an emergency clause in a bill re­ 
quires a two-thirds vote and this bill had 
failed the receive tho requisite number of 
votes the speaker declared the emergency 
clause defeated and directed a roll call on 
the passage of tho bill without tho emerg­ 
ency clause.

J ustice Cassoday yesterday rendered a 
decision rn the oase of Bentley & Nowlan 
against the state to recover 822,038 20, 
claimed to have been lost inconsequence 
of the capitol disaster, Bentley Sc New­ 
land were the contractors for the south 
wing of the capitol extension when the 
strncture fell in 1883. After the acci­ 
dent material changes were made in the 
plans, and the action whs begun for the 
extra cost caused by the accedent. The 
state dem urred when the case was filed, 
alleging an insfficient statement of fact 
to

of 
action. 
The supreme court overruled the de­ 
m urrer and in consequence the action 
will now be to determine to what mone­ 
tary judgm ent the contractors are en­ 
titled. 
The principal point made by 
Bentley & NowlBn was that the original 
plans were defective and that because of 
such plans the structure fell; tnat in re­ 
building the extra material and labor was 
essentially the same as for extras under 
the original contract. The ruling cf the 
supremo court is that the contractors, 
as shown in evidence, performed the 
work in accordance with the require­ 
ments cf the contract up to the date cf 
the fall; that the same had been accepted 
by the architect and building commis­ 
sioners employed by the state, that the 
plans originally provided by the state 
were inadequate and in consequence tbqj 
the state is liable.

Her row with Manager Hill was 
the second, but the latest is the best of 
all. 
Mary Anderson may have a buoolio 
lover who follows her across the briny 
doep, and Kyrie Belle vt may have her 
pretty Coffin dogging her footsteps bb she 
trots back and forth over this glorious 
continent; but M ibs M ather has an ad­ 
m irer far superior to both. 
He is a di 
vinity student attached to one of the 
theological seminaries of New York city. 
His family is of high rank, politically* 
financially and socially, and he himself is 
gifted with an intellectuality and hand­ 
some mein that place him far in advance 
of his fellows and stamp him as a young 
man of distinction and promise. 
He first attracted the attention of Miss
